ment’s North Patrol Division, and Capt. 
Mary Edwards-Fears, from the Bureau of 
Professional Standards, are also seeking 
the job. 

All six finalists have at least 10 years of 
experience at the rank of captain or higher, 
a requirement from the city. It’s the first 
time in modern history that city leaders 
will consider an external candidate. The 
department had been under state control 
before 2013, and state law forbade the de-

partment from hiring a chief outside of its 
own ranks. 

Three candidates hail from police de- 
partments out of state: Maj. Stephen Max 
Geron, of the Dallas Police Department; 
Norman, Okla., Police Chief Keith Hum- 
phrey; and Chief Patrick Melvin of the 
Port Arthur Police Department in Texas. 

The identities of the six finalists were

for consumer groups, tech companies 
and Democrats who had lobbied heavily 
against the decision. 

The 3-2 vote, which was along party 
lines, enabled the FCC’s Republican 
chairman, Ajit Pai, to follow through on 
his promise to repeal the government’s 
2015 net neutrality rules, which required 
internet providers to treat all websites,

Clayco steps up 
with $500,000 
to keep Loop 
Trolley on track

Clayco, a development firm with deep 
St. Louis ties, is stepping forward to 
donate a half-million dollars to get the 
long-delayed Loop Trolley project roll- 
ing next spring. 

The cash infusion from the Clayco 
Foundation and Clayco’s St. Louis- 
based real estate subsidiary CRG comes 
at a critical time for the 2.2-mile elec- 
tric trolley line, which connects the 
Delmar Loop in University City to the 
Missouri History Museum in Forest 
Park. 

“We will immediately commit to the 
funds necessary to ramp up and get 
started,’ said Clayco Chairman and

CLAYTON œ A St. Louis County Coun- 
cil vote this week advancing a plan 
to slice $31 million from next year’s 
county budget may have looked at first 
like the council tightening its belt. 

But it was more about the council 
tightening control of how the county 
spends money. And if the 6-1 vote 
holds up for final approval Tuesday, 
it will be a veto-proof move to wrest 
power from County Executive Steve 
Stenger and individual department 
heads, who have enjoyed discretion to 
overbudget for programs and roll over 
unspent money year to year. 

Take the county’s road and bridge
